There are %00 convicts in the penitentiary,
and many more are expected, as 100 persons
sharged with penal crimes are awsiting sen-
tence in Allegheny county alore,

One story of the Homestead aflair yet re-
maios to be told before the old yesr ends,
and shat is the story of the eablegrams be-
tween Andrew Carnegis and H. C Frick
Their story is brief but eloguent.

On the one side of the ocean was the man
who was given full and avtoeratic power in
the mere management of the great mills,
and on the other side was the man who held
the balance of financial power in his hands,
while neither could exereise histull prerog-
ative without the assistance of the other,

Ever since that memorable riotous day
of the sixth of July, one event of such
startling import has followed so rapidly up-
on the heels of the other,that the publie be-
lieved each time that the crisis between
Isbor and eapital had arisen and passed.
But there was only one real erigis in the
whole interesting story, and that erisis was
met—whether for right or for wrong let
future events tell—by one man.

A Wish and a Weapon,

That man was Berkman, the ultra-Social-
Kihilist, born in a foreign land, bred,
raised and adopted by the oftscourings of
the very lowest of a New World's society,
and then cast in the midst of the Home-
stead problem with s weapon in his hand
and what be fondly imagined was s solution
of the whole thing.

“Had Berkman never appeared upon the
scens I am confident the whole trouble
would have been amicably settled,” said n
pentleman yesterday who has been con-
versant with the Carnegie Company's afinirs
all through the strike. "Mz, Caruegie was
st his bome in Dunfermline during the
warmest part of the struggle,” said be,
“and was advised regularly by cablegram
of what ocourred at the milla Mr Car-
negie rarely answered the cables, ss T bave
resson to know, ss I was in the city office
bere almost daily. The cablegrams sent to
him up to & certain date were merely ad-
visory. Thst is, they told of the condition
of the mills, bow many men were at work,
what the prospect was of seouring men, ete

“Early in the afternoon of July 23 Berk-
man made s desperate snd horritying at-
tempt on the life of H. C. Frick,and I say
had thst sttempt never been made an ami-
cable sdjustment of the trouble would
bsve come sbout. The story of the esble-
grams tells this.  Up to s certain date those
sent to Mr. Carnegie were merely advisory.
Three weeks afier Berkman’s desperate at-
tempt Mr. Frick was sitting in his office
when & cablegram was rqocived from An-
drew Carnegie.

Bloe on Both Sides

“Afiairs were then looking decidedly blue
on both sides. Men were returning to work
but not in sufficient numbers to please the
firm, though they were enough to discour-
age the strikers. I do not know what the
cablegram from Mr. Carnegie said, nor
does snyone but Mr Friek. T do know
what the answer was, as several about the
office saw it, and the snswer told plsinly
mough what Mr. Carnegie had said. The
soawer read:

Angrew Carnegie, Dunfermiine, Scotland:

No. That would encourage anarchy,
H. C. Friox.

Mr. Friek was even then suflering from an
exhibition of snarchistic sentiment in its
worst and most murderous form, and for
thst remson be answered as he did.

“His sentiment, ‘That would encourage
snarchy,” shows what he thought, and that
Mr. Carnegie appreciated it, as that was the
first and last request for o truce that ever
eame from across the water.

The closing session of the snnual mesting
ot the American Chemical Society was beld
last nightin the Academy pf Science andAri,
The attendance was pretty good, though a
large number of delegates had left siter the
day's visiting of the many millsin and
around Pittsburg. During the day the
members visited the Howard Plate Glass
Works and the Duquesne and Homestead
steel plants, the works of the Pittsburg

Prot. B B. Warder, of Howard Uli"l:-
sity, read n paper on ““Physical Chemiatry.”
After di ng the science of physical
chemistry he refered to the International
Congress of Chemists to be held in Chicago
the coming vesr. He hoped it wonld find
what lines are open for search and what
problems awsiting solution wounld besolved.

A paper by Dr. @ W. Voloney on
“american Lithographic Stone” was made
by Prof. A. C. Hale. The paper was a de-
seription of chewicsl analyses of the lime-
stone used for lithographic purposes found
in different places and & comparison be-
tween the different stones.

Prof. C. E Monroe, of the United States
torpedo station st :\'enwn, read s paper on
the composition of modern powders. The
rlperl were practically a record of analyt-

cal tests made of various medern gunpow-
ders, principally smokelesa powders, show-
ing their eomposition and describing the
manner of making the testa,

A communiestion from Prof. J. F. Geis-
ner, of New York, as to the advisability of
the adoption of a table of stomioal weights
was resd by Profl Sabin. Prof. Geisner
recommended the appointment of acommit-
tee of representative chemits to prepare a
suitable table.

The Chairman was suthorized to sppoint
a commitiee of one to reportat ithe next
sonual meeting his observations on atomiesl
weights

The society was not in favor of sdopting
the reformed system of spelling ocertain
scientific terms, and when brought up the
question was promptiy drurpcd.

About 35 applications for membership
had been received since the last mesting
and were pending sction before the conn-
cil. With a vote of thanks to all persons
and eorporations who have aided in making
their visit to Pittsburg pleasant, the so-
ciety adjourned.

The chemints of this city bave been

City Chiefs Will Ask for a Slight
Increase Over Last Year.

MAKY IMPROVEMENTS KEEDED.

¥r. Ligelow Wounld Like to Peplace 0l
Cobblestone Paving.

THE DEVELOPMENT OF A GREAT CITY

The depariment chiefa at City Hall have
nearly completed their reports for the ten
months past of the pressnt fiseal year and
the estimates of their next year's axpenses.
To-morrow those documents will be sent to
the Mayor's office according to law. The
chiefs decline to indicate what their figures
for the various buresus are, but irom the
Information gained it is highly probable
the total appropriations this year will
slightly exceed §5,000,000.

Last year the total was $4,990,802 50,
The Department of Poblie Worka received,
all told, §1,985,708; Public Safety, $804, 100,
and Publio Charities, §80,000. Interest snd
tax on city loans, sinking funds, schobls
and other necessary expenditures formed
the balance.

Chief Bigelow said yesterday bhis total
would not exceed last year's figures, “It
may be less,”” he said, *snd I am trying to
pare things down as close as possible con-
sistently with the progress which is justi-
fied by the city’s development.

Mach Repaving to Be Done,,

“An immense amount of repaving should
be done next year. The are many old cob-
blestone streets which should bave been
fixed up years ago, but we couldn’t do all
in one year, so repaved the most important
ones first. I expect repaving will ot quite
s figure in next year's estimate, but I want
to keep it below $500,000 if possible. The
resolutions already sent to me by Councils
requesting the repaving of eertain streets

for more than that sum, but some will
necessarily be stricken off the list.  There
are other Imnmnmunhi.n parks and ex-
tension of the water system which will re-
quire considersble money next year.

*‘As the city {s developed, as streets are
paved and farm lands are trapaformed into
scpnlonl city districts the expenses of my

epdrtment decresse. There bas been a
wonderful growth in the past year. Miles
of streets and sewers have paved snd

laid, over 70,000 feet of water pipe have

been lnid aud public highting hos been ex-
tended wondertully.
Effect of the Clty's Growth.

“As these improvemects extend they in-
crease the expendituresof the Public Works
m-ﬂnut. ‘When » strest bas been paved

sewered it must be lighted snd kept
clean and it costs more money to do it
Esach newly paved sireet ssems as an inocen-
tive to the rlﬂnﬁ of others. Thus the de-
velopment is carried on. To this spiric of
deve t is due the fact that Pittaburg
is thomghm city in the world, one of
the best paved and sewered in Ameriea and
one of the most beautiful generally,”

Chief Brown thinks his department will
need in the neighborhood of $1,000,000 next
year. The addition of 104 men to his fire
and police forces will add over §100,000 to
his expenditures. Several new engine
houses and police stations to be erected will
still forsher inoresse the expenses Chief
Elliot thinks the operation of his depart-
ment will not exceed this year's estimate.
